When a man or ucwspaper tells the 
truth about tbo navigation of Fruser 
river from the sands to the Royal City 
they call him "falsehood,'' and say he 
or it has "stabbed" the city "in the 
back." What there can bo so dread- 
ful about thi; truth that those who 
may promulgate it should be held up 
to public acora is mor" than we can 
comprehend. When the Guardian ad- 
mitted that the water at the Sand- 
y bea^s and at Ladner's Landing is too 
■ ■ shallow to allow of the passage of steam- 
ers of the tonnage of those that per- 
form the ocean mail service, it spoko 
the truth and roused the iro of the 
Htrald; but when it projected a narrow- 
guage railway from Burrard Inlet to 
Westminster it did not meet the case 
U presented by the Herald. The latter 
professes to wish .to avoid the doublo 
handling of freight — that is, once at 
Victoria by the gulf steamers and again 
at Westminster by th« river steamers. 
The Guardian's proposition, if adopted, 
would require the freight to be loaded 
into the cars at the Inlet and from the 
cars into the river steanifrs at West- 
minster — still double handling. Such 
a road would cost, ';c]uij)ped, about 
$300,000. The interest, wear and 
tear and working expttnses would be 
about $90,000 a year, and for the latter 
sum two strong and powerful steamers 
that could cross th(! gulf m all weuher 
and run between Victoria and Emory 
might be built, maintained and work- 
ed. The plan we proposn is the only 
oae that will obviate the double-'bandl- 
ing. Freight from the steamships 
should be discharged at Esquimalt or 
Victoria into a steamboat that will 
carry it right on to Emory. Indoiid, 
at highwater the Princess Louise might 
reach the head of navigation. The 
American steamer Surprise made the 
trip freqaei.tly in 1858 with heavy 
cargops; and the Sur[)ris9 was not 
larger than the Princess Louise. A 
good deal might be done ia the river 
to improve navigation; but the Sand- 
beads — their case is hopeless. , Tlie 
Guardian reels that and says it. The 
Herald knojvs it, too, but won't say so. 
Truth has been described as lying on 
the bottom of a well. With the Herald 
that pre-eminent virtue lies at the Sand 
heads, wheie that journal, which gen- 
erally sticks Ht nothing, is stuck hard 
and fast by the Guardian's admission 
aim logic. 

AMEBIC AX I SISTERS 
ABROAD. 

President Hayes has at Inst filled up 
the racaul foreign missions. Mr. 
Jauls iiU6.->EL Lowell 1ms been uom 
inated for London. The Uekl of choici 
for the En^iiih niission has been m\i\A. 
restricted by the difliculiy of findinj. 
any one to talcu it, who, besides pos 
sessing the necessary intellectual and 
social qualitications, was rich enough 
to bear the expense of living in tlu- 
style which tradition has attached to 
the placa The President has sol. ed 
the problem in the best possible man- 
ner by giving it to a man who will il- 
lustrate the position without being 
rich, and will therefore not be called on 
for lavish exiienditure. Mr. Foster, 
the present Minister to Me.xico, goes to 
EuKsia; Mr. Fairciiild, of Wisconsin, 
to Spain, in Mr. Lowell's place. Mr. 
Philip II. MonoA.N, of Louisiana, who 
is said to be jjracticing law in Egypt, 
goes to Mexico. The delay in tilling 
these vacancies has brought out the 
fact that an Administration which is 
at all desirous of tilling diplomati* posi- 
tions carefully, tiiuls increasing dith- 
culty in doing so. The use made of 
many of these otiices of late years has 
made them much less of a distinction 
than they used to be, and Americans 
of the right kind feel more keenly than 
they used to feel thedullnes.s of life iu 
a foreign capital, without a knowledci 
of the language or more than official 
access to its best society, and without 
recognition by the diplomatic corps of 
professional brethren. In fact, con- 
sidering the changes the telegraph has 
wrought in the mode of conducting 
negotiations with foi'eign powers, and 
the impossibility of muhing dii)lomacy 
a regular calling, it is a question 
whether the work of all the existing 
missions would not he best done by a 
single Minister, having his headquart- 
ers in Paris, free to travel about, and 
with CoiiBuls-Generul under him in the 
TarioQs capitals. 

CONGRESS A XI) TUE CHINESE. 

The House Committee to which was 
referred a Bill to lessen the evils of 
Chinese immigration, has reportod 
favourably upon it. The bill prohibits 
the landing within the jurisdiction of 
the United States, or taking on board 
at any point in China or any other for- 
eign port for the purpose of landing in 
the United States, a greater number 
than fifteen Chinese ])nssengor.=? upon 
any vessel, under penalty of §100 fine, 
and imprisonment not exceeding six 
mouths for each Chinese passenger 
above the number of fifteen. It re- 
quires the masters of vessels to ac- 
company their manifests of cargo with 
B sworn list of Chinese passengers. It 
also provides that the penalties imposed 
for the violation of the provisions of 
the bill shall be liens on the ve.'isels 
violating them. It exeludea from the 
restriction of the bill persons official ly 
connected with the Chinese govern- 
ment or any embassy thereof, crtoper- 
sonE rescued from shipwreck during the 
Toyage of and by the vessels bringing 
tl'.o same within the jurisdiction of the 
.-Uaitad States. ' ' • 



PENHEiMER tfc Co. by tlie publication of 
injurious paragraphs culled, front the 
carefully ransacked files of the Globe 
and kindred papers, has suddenly wheel- 
ed into line and now endorses the action 
of the Government in awarding the 
railway contracts to that firm. Its 
article of yesterday was fulsome in the 
extreme, and may bo looked on in the 
light of an abject apology for past 
transgressions. It is a pity that the 
helping hand was not extended by our 
contemporary when it would have been 
of service to the contractors, confi- 
dence iu whom the Standard, down to 
Monday last, strove its hardest to 
shake.

Tlie Kov. S. P. Barker, who created 
such a furore in the Congregational 
Church ni Praniford, Ontario, has 
liaudtd in the full text of his sermon 
to the Evening Telegram for publica- 
tion. The following extract coi'tains 
the portion which has excited so much 
comment among all chi.ssoa: 

Another reason of niy desire to It-Avo 
was the frequent provocation to the act 
given me, intentionally or unintention- 
ally — I have often thought intention- 
ally — by the astounding perversity of 
my choir (a slight hiss from some one 
in the choir), some members of which 
— and notably those sitting at the left 
of the organ, and at my right hand 
from the pulpit — never gave me an 
hour's peace, never. 

Mr. Bennett (interrupting) — Is this 
your gratitude. 

Mk. Barker — I didn't mean you, 
llr. Bennett, no.- Mrs. Bennett cither; 
1 couldn't have meant you, because you 
havo just come into the choir and have 
always been my friends. 

(To the audience). — I am very sorry 
that Mr. Bennett should have thought 
that I intended him. Ho has always 
been very friendly toward mo. (Sen- 
sation among the audience, some of the 
choir rising to go out and making no 
small stir in their progress). 

Mr, Bennett — I never was so in 
suited in my life. I shall play this 
organ — (proceeding to take the organ 
stool). 

Mr. Barker — I will not bo inter- 
rupt«>d; that organ must not be played 
by even a Bennett (Quietness was 
gradually restored and the speaker con- 
tinued). I have spoken again and 
again of the matter, but with no elTect. 
Neither deacons nor friends, nor pa- 
rents have ever thought it worth while 
to say a word or abet my utterances, 
but have luft me to %bt the buttle 
alone — the conflict with whisjiering, 
wjjitpering, whispering; in lesson, whis- 
pering; in sermon, whispering; sitting 
iiolt upright all through the long pray- 
er, as I have seen them when Mr. Cow- 
uL-rd has been assisting me — iny at- 
tention being attracted by the incess- 
ant sound of that sibilant impertinence 
in the house of God — whisp«ring. And 
1 have seen the abnormal sight of sin- 
ners looking up from the congregation 
to ask those saints in the gallery why 
they didn't behave themselves! Ob, 
mind ye choir, mind that as now ye 
sit on the left side of that organ lest 
ye stand also on the left side of the 
Gieat Judge — mind lest, after the 
gracious words of holy song havo trem 
bled as a burden on your thoughtless 
lips, ye hear not at length the sound 
of the word "Departl" Mind that "the 
songs of the temple be not changed in- 
to bowlings in that day." I have no bit- 
terness in luy heart. God knows that 
I cannot preach and cherish any ill- 
feeling, but I must do my duty. I 
must close with a warning voice. You 
have annoyed me months, years — you 
must submit to be annoyed for a few 
u...iutes. 

\nd I havo sundry other reasons 
whi '■ I will nou proceed to name, i)ut 
cou'p »') a more profitable j)hase of my 
.suVj .md with a long farewell to all 
liittcriie.ss ai.ain.st this church or people

Defendant ad- 
mitted that ho had received a notice in 
writing from tho city clerk. Other citi- 
zens liad also been notified. 

OlMcor O'Connor testified that on tho 
evening of thu IGth inst. he told tho do- 
fondant his awning was too low, and re- 
que.stoil him to rai.s~o it tu 9 feet from tho 
sidewalk, and that if ho did not do so ho 
would bo summoned.

"Parnell is cold as an iceberg. He 

evidently commits hi.s speeches to 
memory, and he has no animation, no 
style. His voice is thin and his man- 
ner awkward. He does not seem to 
be in earnest ; he does not warm with 
his theme. Ho ^cems the politician, 
not the leader. He does not sway his 
audience. He cools rather than fires 
his ardor." 

The following extract from a sermon 
preached by Sidney Smith to Her 
Majesty Queen Victoria on her ac- 
cession to the throne is, thinks London 
Truth, worthy of recalling: "Extin- 
guish in your heart the findish love of 
military glory from which your sex 
does not necessarily e^cenipt you, and 
to which the wickfcdne.ss of flatterers 
may urge you.

Vergniaud and Guadet were pleading 
at Bordeaux; Robespierre was writing 
memorials on the abolition of the pen- 
alty of death; Mirabeau was in the 
prison of Vincennos, writing his fam- 
ous essay on ktlrcs de cachet. None of 
the great actors wlio were to play a 
role on tlie .scene of tlie world had yet 
been revealed, and none suspected the 
eminence to which they were to rise.
